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Fascism 
Senator Walter F. George has a gift for 


revealing, in a’ word or two, the very core of’ 


situation or argument. 

Once again, when he stated yesterday that 
establishment of the union shop, as requested 
by John L. Lewis, president of the UMW, for 
the “captive” coal mines, would be nothing 
short of Fascism, he was eminently correct and 
put his finger directly on the evil inherent in 
the situation. 

By its very method, the union, or closed, 
shop in industry is neither more nor less than 
Fascism. For it is compulsion, it is forcing 
American workers, whether they wish to or 
not, to become members of a named organiza- 
tion. And that membership carries with it the 
inescapable compulsion of paying whatever rate 
of dues the leaders, or fuehrers, of that organ- 
ization see fit to demand. It carries with it, 
too, the necessity of working only when those 
same dictatorial leaders permit, for each mem- 
ber of the union must leave his job, throw 
down his tools, when the leaders order him to 
strike. And he can return to his work only 
when they give the word. 

Regardless of the patriotism of the individ- 
ual worker, regardless of his sense of responsi- 
bility to his family, to his creditors, to his 
employers, to his nation, he can be, under the 
closed shop principle, only a regimented tool, 
a mere robot, of the fuehrers at the head of 
his union, the men who have seized command 
and who hold command by that same force. 

Add to this government approval of the 
ruthless closed shop system, as Lewis’ demands 
mean, and you have Fascism imposed upon 
large groups of American citizens by their 
own government. A thing so close to the 
Fascist rule in Italy, or the Nazi rule in Ger- 
many, that the difference is not discernible to 
the naked eye. 

The administration, as pointed out by Sena- 
tor George, already has all the authority neces- 
sary to deal with the critical situation regard- 
ing labor in defense industries in this country. 
Yet, he added, if additional powers are de- 
sired, he is quite willing to vote for any reason- 
able legislation to that end. 

The best thing the congress could do to 
curb the growing powers and effrontery of 
these labor fuehrers who have taken it upon 
themselves to regiment American workers into 
helpless groups of obedient serfs, would be to 
repeal the Wagner Labor Relations Act. 

That law, while it is acclaimed by its sup- 
porters as giving freedom to labor, as being the 
Magna Carta of organized labor, is in reality 
an un-American, unjust thing, something un- 
worthy of a nation which was founded to 
provide freedom for individual men. 

It is un-American in that it is unfair. It 
grants to one group of citizens, organized labor, 
excessive powers and special privilege, while 
it takes from another group, the employers of 
the nation, rights that should be inherent under 
the constitution. 

Granting of the closed shop system to the 
miners would be but one more step toward the 
goal of all CIO organizers and leaders. That is 
the closed shop in every industry, every occu- 
pation of the nation. If the government should 
consent to this, it would be using its power to 
force supposedly free Americans to pay tribute 
to, and give complete obedience to, a few power- 
drunk individuals, “labor leaders’ who would 
then hold as great dictatorial power over their 
helpless. subjects than Hitler does over the 
enslaved German workers.

Yet, the very failure to promptly announce 
the sinking of enemy warships, the withhold- 
ing of the news of victory from a sorely press- 
ed people who have already tasted far too 
much of defeat in this war, doubtless has a 
similar effect on morale at home. 

Many thoughtful people in the United 
States are getting uneasy as news comes 
through that American merchant vessels have 
been torpedoed, American warships have been 
attacked and sunk with heavy loss of life, but 
without reported loss to the “enemy.” Has 
every American torpedo, every shell, every 
depth bomb missed its mark since orders were 
given “to shoot on sight?” 

The answer, undoubtedly, is an unqualified 
no! But in this world of undeclared warfare, 
of tricky pacts between aggressor nations, the 
question of morale at home must give way, 
temporarily, to the more pressing demand for 
lowering the morale among potential enemies. 
And it should not be forgotten the aggressor 
on the other side of the Pacific ocean stands 
poised to strike under a tricky pact, when and 
if Germany has been “attacked” by a nation 
not now technically engaged in the war. And 
the aggressor places his own lawless interpre- 
tation upon the technicalities.

Repairs for Defense 

In announcing a nationwide farm ma- 
chinery repair program designed to help farm- 
ers meet unavoidable reductions in the produc- 
tion of new farm machinery in 1942, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wickard has called for co-opera- 
tion which should be given by all persons en- 
gaged in agriculture. 

It should not be too hard to do this, for 
what is required from a formal standpoint is 
comparatively simple. The farmer has to do 
nothing more than check his old machinery, 
order needed parts from dealers immediately, 
and notify his county defense board if the 
parts cannot be obtained. The county defense 
boards, in turn, are expected to make ap- 
praisal of the farm equipment situation in 
their counties as well as an inventory of ma- 
chinery repair and welding shops. In addition, 
they will check on availability of skilled me- 
chanics and farmers skilled in repair work. 

It seems this drive has such elements of 
common sense it cannot help but “click” with 
the farmers of the nation. Surely, it should 
work no hardship on them. Most certainly, it 
gives them opportunity to participate in a 
worthwhile way in the national defense pro- 
gram that is so vital to the present and fu- 
ture of our country.

WE ARE IN THE WAR 
(From The Moultrie Observer) 

The sinking of a destroyer settles one question 
about which we have had a lot of controversy. 
It is no longer a question of whether we shall 
enter the war or not. We are now in it. The neu- 
trality law will be repealed, and we will hunt the 
enemy in all waters. We will deal with him firmly 
when he is met. 

When entering the war is discussed the average 
person is thinking in terms of sending an army 
overseas. There is no more prospect of that now 
than there has been before. We can help along the 
warfare being conducted by Great Britain, Russia 
and China more by producing equipment and 
using available transport in getting it to the Allies 
than we could help by attempting to equip an 
army of our own and sending it across the At- 
lantic or Pacific. 

But naval warfare is now being conducted, 
and it will be an all-out war. Up until now we 
have had a financial investment in the war. It 
will be more than that in the future. It will be 
warfare that will cost us many human lives. Un- 
fortunate, but inevitable. We have been taking 
a daily look at the progress of the armies abroad 
and then glancing to the reports of growing busi- 
ness at home. We will now grow more serious and 
more anxious as we search the papers daily to see 
what is happening to our own ships and our own 
men on the seven seas. 

It will call for more work and less play. More 
sweat and more blood. We trust it will result in 
greater unity, and it will certainly result in less 
patience with. those who place a stumbling block 


in the way of our preparedness program. The

UNHAPPY EXPERIENCES WASHINGTON, Novy, 12.--Much 


of the argument in support of 
proposals for taking aviation away from the War and Navy De- 
partments and molding it into a separate unified air force seems 
to be weakened by the unhappy experience of the British and 
Italians thus far in the war. Both governments maintain their air 
force as separate and apart from the other two branches of the 
armed services. Both have made some costly mistakes as a result. 

Pending before congress now are more than a half dozen bills 
on the subject, proposing either a separate air force or a new de- 
partment of aviation which would rank in importance to the War 
and Navy Departments. Hearings on some of the measures are 
slated to get under way soon after Chairman Reynolds, of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, returns to the capital the latter 
part of the month. The whole question, long a point of heated 
controversy, is expected to be revived with new force. 

War and Navy officials, outside of individual members of the 
respective air corps, have never looked kindly on the idea, They 
are more against it now than ever, having in mind the lesson 
gained from the present European conflict. 


SOME INCREDIBLE When the experiences of the British 
and Italians are finally documented, 


they will probably make one of the most interesting chapters of 
the war’s air history. Some of the mistakes attributed to their 
separate air forces are all but incredible. None of them would 
have happened under our system of maintaing air forces integrated 
within the Army and Navy, according to our experts. 

When and if the Senate Military Affairs Committee hearings 
come off, Army and Navy heads are expected to tell the story of 
British and Italian experience to fortify their argument against 
the unified air force bills. It would make interesting reading. Not 
many of the details have been permitted to creep into official war 
communiques. Military secrecy and an unwillingness on both sides 
to advertise their errors have been responsible for suppressing the 
information, 

Rear Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, retired, has revealed a number 
of the incidents in an article appearing in the current issue of 
Collier’s. When the British aircraft carrier Ark Royal was pur- 
suing the German battleship Bismarck, prior to the epochal battle 
in which the Nazi vessel was sunk, it carried only three pilots who 
had any experience in naval operations, he said. Because of this, 
one of the Ark Royal’s scouting planes dropped torpedoes on a 
British cruiser, the Sheffield, which had been assigned to shadow 
the Bismarck, 


DAMAGING OWN SHIP _ Last February, he said, the heavy 


Italian. cruiser Pola was badly 
damaged by its own air force as a result of mistaken identity, 
which, the admiral asserted, no trained seamen would commit. 
Again during July of 1940 Italian planes dumped several sticks of 
bombs on the warships Cavour and Cesare of the Italian fleet, Both 
escaped damage only because of poor marksmanship. . 

Two days before the Germans actually invaded Norway, Ad- 
miral Yarnell related further, British scout planes picked up the 
funnels of transports in the North sea. A routine report was made 
to the admiralty. It later turned out the vessels were German 
transports taking troops to Norway. Had the pilots been more 
naval-minded they would have recognized the vessels were not 
British and would have taken steps to explore the situation more 
fully. The admiralty consequently would have been informed on 
the German invasion plans 48 hours earlier. 

But one of the most striking 


COULDN’T IDENTIFY 
errors of all reported by the ad- 


miral concerned the inability of Italian independent air force pilots 
to distinguish between a British destroyer and a cruiser. He cited 
the following as final demonstration of how incompletely co-ordi- 
nated training can affect air performance: 

“On October 11, 1940,” he said, “Italian planes sighted a British 
naval force near Sicily, heading west. The observers reported the 
force consisted of one aircraft carrier and several destroyers. A 
small contingent of warships came out to attack the weak force-— 
and discovered that in reality there were two cruisers in the group. 
Before the Italians could get their heads from the lion’s mouth, 
they had lost three ships.” 

These mistakes could not occur, he and other naval experts 
declare, where a proper background of training is provided for 
pilots in the respective branches of the service to which they are 
attached. In other words, a naval pilot, he argues, should have 
a naval training background enabling him to be entirely familiar 
with naval operations. The same with pilots serving with the 
Army. The British have had their own submarines attacked by 
RAF planes and their own troops have been bombed by their own

Among the many things which purrle 
me, the two which seem moat purziin 
floday, are, in order, the CIO resignations from the Mediation 
Board and the political influences which seek to keep incompetent 
National Guard officers in the Army. 

Industrial history has many a sordid chapter of exploitation 
and abuse of labor, ‘That explains why it was possible, with co- 
operating weight of public opinion, to pass the Wagner act and 
other legislation. That explains why the Roosevelt administration 
was sympathetic toward the fight to destroy the abuses which, in 
some industries, had reached almost unbelievable heights and 
power during the Republican Regime of Coolidge, Harding and 
Hoover. They were indefensible. 

During this national emergency the Roosevelt administration, 
the best official friend labor has ever had, has been unusually 
sympathetic, It has, indeed, been so patient that it has lost some 
measure of public favor 

The Defense Mediation Board ruled aganist the CIO mine 
workers in only one phase of their case. They did not allow the 
request for a closed sh The Mediation Board has been criti- 
cized in some quarters /as being friendly to labor and hostile to 
capital. That was not\true. Its membership was composed of 
men who are not to be hought. 

There were a large yoer of miners, involved in this case, 
who had not joined the union. The Mediation Board reported that 
the miners had a heavy majority and could carry out the unioniza- 
tion of the remainder through their own processes. 

Because of this the two CIO members of the board resigned. 

It was not patriotic. It was not good sense. They had accepted 
positions. Resignation because one vote had gone against them 
will not be regarded as fair play by the American.public. To quit 
because they did not win will weaken rather than -strengthen their 
case. Labor has a duty as well as business.

SIDNEY HILLMAN While all this was fRappening, Sidney 
Hillman, co-director of the OPM and 


president of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America, was 
making a speech on the occasion of a labor testimonial dinner to 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hillman said that labor must stop thinking in terms of 
“strikes as usual,” just as business must stop thinking in terms of 
“business as usual.” 

He did not mean the outlawing of strikes. 

He said, “The less we use the right to strike now, the more 
effectively we safeguard it for the future.” 

Only an irresponsible fringe among labor and management 
could disagree with Hillman’s statement. 

The record is not an attractive one. 

The miners in the steel company-owned mines were called out 
merely on the closed-shop issue. The public cannot be made to 
believe that was important enough to stop steel production. It 
was as unfair and as unnecessary as the walkout cf the west coast 
welders merely because of a quarrel with the AFL over a separate 
charter. : 

The government maintains an expensive and elaborate system 
of conciliation and mediation agencies, to administer the rights 
guaranteed labor by law. 

When leaders and workers disregard these agencies and call 
strikes over jurisdictional and dues-paying controversies they lose 
public favor and the weight of public opinion turns against them. 

Every strike brings about an arousement of people never before 
aroused and loses for labor those friends who have been for labor 
all along in its fight to destroy abuses. ; 

Now labor itself begins, in some cases, to abuse. 

The public still will support any strike where it can be shown 
the employer is hiding behind national defense to maintain an 
abuse. 

The public cannot understand or support the others.

The man in the ranks can’t be fooled. He knows an officer 
is good or bad.

National Guard officers who have been’ proved to be unfit for duty. 

There were many fine officers in the Guard. Their identity is 
well known.

It is easy for a layman to see that the business of war is toa 
swift and much too involved for inept officers to be left in to 
handle the lives of men. All the history of our wars has had its 
history of amateurs who caused many soldiers to die who need not 
otherwise have died. 

Political influence, if successful in keeping some fathead in 
command of men, might cost the lives of 100,000 men who have to 
take his orders.

There is an astonishing amount of talk by people who dont 
know what they are talking about. There is, for example, much 
discussion of freedom; yet many who discuss it are unable to de- 
fine it. 

Freedom in a nation is much like freedom in a domestic estab- 
lishment, The free man in either case is the one who ig not man- 
aged. He is not bossed. ' 

But the affairs of the simplest and most primitive man require 
some management if he is to survive, and if they are not managed 
by some authority, he must e’en manage them himself. 

Therefore, in order to be free, men must have the ability and 
the willingness to manage their own affairs. Those who cannot or 
will not are like the victims of some contagious disease. They be- 
come a threat and a burden to the entire community, for dur civ- 
ilization is too compassionate to follow the hard law of nature and 
let them perish of their own ineptitude. : 

Unfortunately, there are people who are physically and spir- 
itually too lazy to appreciate or desire independence, and these pre- 
fer being managed since it relieves them of the labor and respon- 
sibility of thinking. When these talk about freedom, they mean only 
that they wish to do as they please without suffering the conse- 
quences. They wish to dance but have somebody else pay the piper, 

When Roosevelt took charge in the midst of the depression, 
people of all classes, from the destitute share-cropper to the mi'- 
lionaire industrialist, turned to him and cried: “Save us from this 
calamity.” 

And Roosevelt answered, as he must have answered: “I 
save you if you will give me certain powers.” 

Having received the powers necessary for the job, he began te 
manage the country for its own good. 

That is what happened on a different scale in dictator countries 
—the chief difference being one of motive and method. The Euro- 
peans, unable and unwilling to manage themselves, surrendered 
their freedom to dictators who managed them so completely they 
became virtual slaves of the state. 

As the first step in losing their liberties, the people always lose 
faith in themselves. “Save us!” they cry, but they mean: “Manage 
us; think for us; boss us.” 

Wise men are now planning to establish greater and more genu- 
ine freedom after the war but the people cannot have freedom un- 
less they develop the moral courage, civic interest and industry to 
manage their own affairs-——public and private, 

They won't manage themselves perfectly, but that is relatively 
unimportant. Free men have always blundered, and learned by their 
errors. The important thing is to be free in spirit and in fact, and 
men can achieve this blessedness only by standing on their own feet.
